During  the  past  three  days  the  Uni- 
verse has  been  contacted  by  more  than  one 
hundred  students  who  have  been  annoyed 
and  inconvenienced  by  the  iacg  of  planning 
and  consideration  exhibited  by  officials  of 
student  housing.  W'hoever  it  is  that  planned 
or  forgot  to  the  white  glove  inspection  being 
held  this  wee  kshowed  a singular  inability 
to  put  first  things  first. 

The  current  inspection  not  only  falls 
squarely  in  the  middle  of  mid-terms  but  it 
also  follows  Easter  Weekend  which  cut 
work  crews  to  a bare  minimum.

We  feel  that  there  is  a legitimate  area 
for  protest  in  this  situation  and  wish  to 
commend  the  students  involved  for  both 
their  concern  and  their  desire  for  construc- 
tive action.  While  there  is  little  that  can 
be  done  to  recover  the  hours  which  have  al- 
ready been  lost  but  a great  deal  can  be  done 
to  prevent  future  recurrences  of  such  prob- 
lems, 

This  is  an  excellent  oppotunity  to  make 
opinions  known  in  a constructive  manner 
but  nothing  will  be  accomplished  if  they 
are  only  expressed  to  friends  and  room- 
mates. 

The  Daily  Universe  would  love  to  spear- 
head such  a worthy  cause  but  at  present 
rumors  have  it  that  we  started  the  whole 
business  when  we  suggested  that  the  “Y” 
needed  cleaning.  We’d  like  to  say  more  on 
the  subject  but  it  is  now  in  your  hands  — 
Cleanrs  of  The  World  Unite !

DES  MOINES,  Iowa  (UPI)— The 
National  Farmers  Organization  had 
its  chance  Thursday  to  answer  a 
Federal  antitrust  ordering  a halt 
to  its  forceful  milk  holding  action 
in  19  states. 

U.S.  District  Judge  Roy  L.  Steph- 
enson, who  issued  the  restraining 
order  against  the  farmers  in  Fed- 
eral courts  Wednesday,  scheduled 
a hearing  on  the  action  for  1 p.m. 
Thursday. 

The  suit  asked  for  a temporary 


restraining  order  to  keep  the  NFO 
from  forcing  others  to  go  along 
with  its  holding  action  designed  to 
gain  a 2-cent-a-quart  increase  on 
the  price  dairy  farmers  receive  for 
milk  from  the  processors. 

NFO  President  Oren  Lee  Staley 
could  not  be  reached  immediately 
for  comment,  but  a national  di- 
rector of  the  organization,  Robert 
Manke  of  Arlington,  Wis.,  said  in 
the  dairy  capitol  the  suit  marked 
a “sad  day.”

With  the  equipment  to  manage 
orbiting  campus  recording  facili- 
ties, BYU  Audio  Operations  is  be- 
ginning to  look  more  like  the  in- 
side of  a space  control  center. 

The  six  room  Operations— with 
wall-to-wall  recorders,  tapes,  and 
reels— is  the  nucleus  of  .audio  facii- 
ties  in  nearly  every  building  on 
campus,  whether  it  be  a classroom 
lecture,  a devotional  speech,  an 
orchestra’s  concert,  a mod  band’s 
recording,  or  a radio  program  pip- 
ed around  the  campus. 

Dean  VanUitert,  Audio  Opera- 
tions supervisor,  noted  that  behind 
the  panels  of  buttons,  switches, 
knobs,  and  reels,  is  quality  record- 
ing equipment— valued  over  $10,000. 
AMONG  BEST 

He  mentioned  that  other  univers- 
ity audio  specialists  have  reacted 
to  the  BYU  set  up  as  “one  of  the 
most  elaborate  systems”  they  have 
seen. 

And  in  comparison  to  quality, 
BYU  “surpasses  most  radio  sta- 
tions,” according  to  one  KSL  Radio 
technician,  VanUitert  recalled. 

“However,  all  the  Operations’ 
growth  up  to  this  point  has  been 
Don  Fisk’s  work,”  credited  Van- 
Uitert. Fisk  has  recently  been  as- 
signed to  the  head  of'  the  BYU 
motion  picture  studio  audio  depart- 
ment. 

RECORDING  CENTERS 

VanUitert  listed  intricate  record- 
ing systems  located  in  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse,  Harris  Fine  Arts  Cen- 
ter, and  Smith  Memorial  Auditor!-' 
um. 


But  the  recordings  are  channeled 
to  the  Operations  Office,  the  bot- 
tom floor  of  the  Herald  R.  Clark 
Bldg.,  and  into  their  10X12  ft.  ed- 
iting room. 

The  editing  is  done  on  three  AG 
350  two-track  recorders  and  one 
350  full-track  recorder.  And  with 
the  flick  of  a row  of  white  switches, 
the  sound  can  be  altered  to  almost 
any  degree.  “We  made  one  sing- 
ing group  sound  like  the  Lettermen 
the  other  day,”  said  VanUitert. 

Also  in  the  stero-packed  editing 
rooms  is  what  Audio  Operations 
calls  their  “speed-fudge”- one  of 
the  newest  additions  to  the  grow- 
ing audio  complex.  “If  the  music 
isn’t  quite  fast  enough  or  just  a 
little  fast,  then  we  put  the  record- 1 
ing  on  our  ‘speed-fudge,’  adjust; 
the  speed  and  record  it  again.”  ex- 
plained VanUitert. 

SPEED  DUPLICATOR 
In  another  room  is  the  high  speed  ; 
duplicator— consisting  of  one  mast- 1 
er  unit  and  two  “slaves”— which 
transfers  recordings  on  tapes  of  dif- 1 
ferent  speeds.  | 

Posibly  the  most  significant  1 
equipment  is  lodged  in  the  master  | 
control.  Here  all  audio  cables  on ' 
campus  terminate,  allowing  oper- : 
ation’s  technicians  to  broadcast  the  i 
national  anthem  twice  daily,  chan- ! 
nel  music  around  campus,  or  to  i 
record  a classroom  lecture,  a I 
speech  or  concert.  i 

And  what  would  any  master  con-  • 
trol  be  without  a hot  line?  Three  ' 
weeks  ago  a special  recording  unit  i 
was  installed  along  with  a direct  ' 
line  to  the  listening  library  on  the  I 


fifth  floor  of  the  Clark  Library. 
Tus  providing  students  access  to 
devotional  and  forum  speeches,  a- 
mong  other  Operation  recordings. 

'OSCAR' 

The  master  control  also  houses 
“Oscar.”  According  to  VanUitert, 
this  is  the  closed  telephone  system 
between  the  main  recording  centers 
on  campus. 

In  a nearby  room,  the  tapes— 
“raw”  reels  being  2500  ft.  long- 
are  stored.  And  next  door  is  “soli- 
tary confinement”—  or  so  it  is 
called  by  Gail  Crockett  and  Kent 
Smith.  The  two  students  are  pres- 
ently cataloguing  the  tapes— dating 
back  to  1945— in  the  archives.  “We 
hope  to  finish  the  job  during  this 
summer,”  said  VanUitert. 

“We  have  a real  complete  sys- 
tem here,”  he  noted,  “and  we  can 
do  a real  hi-fidelity  job  anyplace” 
—referring  to  high  amplification  of 
music  used  during  Y Day  and  sev- 
eral other  campus  activities. 

“We  have  excellent  equipment 
and  facilities,”  VanUitert  conclud- 
ed, “I  hope  the  students  will  take 
advantage  of  them.” 

He  also  credited  the  BYU  Main- 
tenance, Engineering  and  Design, 
and  Research  and  Development  de- 
partments, for  the  growth  in  Audio 
Operations. 


Working  in  the  editing  room  is  Dean  Horrocks,  director 
duplications  and  archives.  Other  full  time  staff  memb 
besides  VanUitert  and  Horrocks  include  Kay  Jensen,  re^ 
ing  specialist  and  Bobbie  Toomer,  secretary.  Audio  Opt 
tions  employs  approximately  10  BYU  students.  ■

Although  radiation  biolo- 
gists have  used  similar  spleen  ex- 
tracts to  protect  against  the  lethal  I 
effects  or  radiation,  the  best  pro-' 
tection  that  they  have  been  able' 
to  obtain  with  their  cell-free  spleen 
extracts  is  between  30  and  40  per- 
ent. 

Ninety-four  percent  of  the  mice 
treated  with  the  protective  sub- 
stance developed  by  Larry  at  BYU 
will  survive  a radiation  dose  which 
kills  all  of  the  untreated  animals. 

FIRST  EXTRACTS 

The  first  extracts  in  this  pro- 
cess were  developed  by  the  late 
Dr.  Frederick  Ellinger  of  the  Na- 
tional Naval  Medical  -Center  at 
Bethesda,  Md.  by  gel  filtration, 
however,  Larry  has  broken  down 
the  original  substance  into  frac- 
tions, one  of  which  gives  a high 
degree  of  protection. 


Unlike  other  radiation  protective 
drugs  which  are  given  before  the 
animal  is  exposed,  the  substance 
developed  at  the  BYU  laboratories 
is  given  after  radiation  exposure, 
thus  presenting  promise  of  prac- 
ticed application.
